JAPAN  WILL  DEAL 

FIRMLY  WITH  PROBLEM 


Anti-Chinese  Demonstrations

LONDON,  Sept.  8. — It  Is  understood 
that  the  new  276  rifle,  which  made  such 
a  good  showing  last  May  In  the  tests 
carried  on  at  Alder.shot  before  the  King. 
Is  about  to  be  withdrawn.  Several  of 
the  arms  were  issued  experimentally 
In  the  course  of  the  present  year  and 
were  favorably  reported  upon.  Severer 
tests,  however,  have  since  then  shown, 
It  Is  said,  that  when  the  rifle  becomes 
hot,  the  cartridge  in  the  rifle  is  baked 
and  thus  causes  undue  pressure  when 
fired. 

Some  authorities  think  that  capable 
adjustment  would  remedy  matters. 
Others  are  of  the  oplnloii  that  a  change 
of  powder  would  produce  the  desired  re- 
sult.

PEKING,  Sept.  8. — The  Chinese  Gov- 
ernment is  much  concerned  over  the 
oxcltenient  in  Japan  in  connection  with 
the  killing  of  several  Japanese  In  the 
fighting  at  Nanking,  and  desiring  to 
make  reparation,  has  instructed  the 
Chinese  charge  d' Affaires  at  Toklo  to 
express  regrets  to  the  Japanese  Foreign 
Office.  The  Chinese  Foreign  Office  here 
already  has  expressed  regret  to  the 
Japanese   legation. 

The  general  In  charge  at  Nanking  has 
sent  a  mes.sage  of  sympathy  to  the  Jap- 
anese consul-general  and  has  offered  to 
com.pensate  the  families  of  the  victims. 

The  newly  appointed  Chinese  Minis- 
ter at  Tokio  has  been  ordered  to  Nan- 
king to  conduct  a  full  inquiry. 

Japanese  Aided  Bouthemers 
Three  weeks  ago,  fearing  the  possi- 
bility of  untoward  incidents,  the  Chi- 
nese Government  urged  the  Japanese 
legation  to  withdraw  its  nationals  from 
the  scene  of  the  disturbances  at  Nan- 
king, and  only  a  few  days  ago  the  Jap- 
anese legation  notified  the  Chinese 
Foreign  Office  that  eight  of  the  Japan- 
ese who  had  served  the  Southern  guns 
had  been   returned   to  Japan. 

Major  General  Shi,  who  was  commis- 
.sloned  by  the  Japanese  Government  to 
investigate  the  matter,  admits  In  a  pub- 
lishod  report  that  a  Japanese  officer  and 
Koidief^'^'W^SiDnirt!' '  their  Government's 
tonscnt,  acted  ■  *!»-  local  commanders 
among   the   Southerners. 

Cabinet   Beoonstrncted 

The  Chinese  cabinet  has  been  virtual- 
ly reconstructed,  the  nomination  of  six 
new  mlnlBters  have  been  approved  by 
the  Ijowcr  House.  The  new  members  of 
the  cabinet  are  as  follows:  Foreign  af- 
fairs. Sun  Pao  Chi,  former  Governor  of 
Shantung  Province;  Interior,  Chun  Chi 
Chien,  formerly  mlni.ster  of  communica- 
tions: Justice,  Wlang  Chi  Chlao;  Educa- 
tion, Wang  Tah:  Industry,  Chang  Chien, 
formerly  president  of  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture; Commimicationa,  Chow  T.'ize 
Chi,  formerly  acting  finance  minister. 
Premier  IIi.«iu  Sung  Ling  will  take  the 
portfolio    of    finance    temporarily. 

The  cabinet  Includes  three  partlzans 
of  the  reformer,  Kang  Yu  Wei. 

Semoastrations   in  Tokio 

TOKIO,  Sept.  8. — Antl-Chlnese  demon- 
strations continued  today  in  the  form 
of  window  smashing  and  tramcar 
wrecking. 

Premier  Yamagato  informed  the  polit- 
ical deputations  which  called  on  him 
that  the  Government  would  not  mobilize, 
but  Intended  to  deal  with  the  Chinese 
problem    with   a   firm   hand. 

It  is  reported  that  Chozo  Koike,  coun- 
sellor to  the  Imperial  Embassy  at  Lon- 
don, will  succeed  Montarlo  Abe  as  direc- 
tor of  the   Japanese   Foreign  Office. 

The  a.ssassination  of  Mortiaro  Abe 
has    inflamed    the    masses. 

Fifteen  thousand  persons  gathered  in 
niasp  meeting  in  Hlblya  Park  yesterday 
calling  for  military  actiori  against 
China.  A  majority  of  these  marched  to 
the  Foreign  Office  and  clamored  for  ad- 
mission. They  demanded  the  dispatch 
of  troops  to  China  to  take  measures  as 
were  necessary  to  obtain  satisfaction 
for  the  killing  of  Japanese  at  Nanking, 
or,  failing  this,  the  resignation  of  the 
minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  Baron  No- 
buakl  Maklno. 

The  speakers  denounced  the  emptiness 
of  Japanese  diplomacy  in  connection 
with  California  and  China,  and  insisted 
that  the  Insult  to  the  Japanese  flag  at 
Nanking   should    be   wiped   out.

The  contracts  call  for  the  completion 
of  the  elevators  by  December  15,  191.4, 
which  will  be  in  time  to  assist  in  stor- 
ing crops  next  year.  They  each  have  a 
capacity    of    3,500,000    bushels. 


Lumber  Operators,  Mill  IVlen 
and  Owners  of  Timber  Lim- 
its Present  Proposals  to 
Hon,  Mr.  Ross, 


VANCOUVER,  Sept.  S.—  At  the 
meeting  here  today  a  series  of  propo- 
sals drawn  up  by  a  Joint  committee  of 
himber  operators,  mill  owners  and  own- 
erc  of  limits,  was  presented  to  Hon. 
W.    R.    Ross. 

The  proposals  were  to  the  effect  that 
no  Increase  should  be  made  on  tho 
stumpage  dues  for  No.  3  grades  of  hem- 
lock, balsam  and  cottonwood  or  low 
grade  cedar,  and  that  the  Increase  on 
No.  1  and  No.  2  grades  of  fir  and  spruce 
and  cedar  should  be  25  cents  per  thou- 
sand for  a  period  of  years  from  1916  to 
1^21,  and  from  1921  till  1926  a  further 
increase  of  25  cents  should  be  put  in 
force.  From-  1926  till  1936  it  was  sug- 
gested that  a  further  general  increase 
of  26  cents  per  thousand  feet  should  be 
made  so  that  No's.  1  and  2  grades  would 
then  pay  11.25  and  No.  3  grade  75  cents 
per   thousand. 

In  return  for  these  proposed  Increases, 
tho  lumbermen  asked  that  the  regula- 
tions for  the  grading  of  lumber  should 
be  embodied  in  the  statute  and  that 
there  should  be  no  Increase  of  rentals 
between    now    and    1936.

Praises  Oerman  Taotlcs 


BERLIN,  Sept.  8. — "German  strategy 
and  tactics,  second  only  to  the  bravery 
of  the  Greek  soldiers,  were  responalbln 
for  the  Greek  victories  In  the  Balkan 
wars,"  declared  King  Constantine,  of 
Greece,  in  a  speech  accepting  a  field 
marshal's  baton  from  Emperor  William 
before    leaving    for    Breslau. 

Emperor  William  presented  the  baton 
to  the  King  in  the  presence  of  a  com- 
pany   of   German    generals. 

"It  was  well  earned  on  the  battle 
field,"  he  said,  "and  the  German  army 
Is  proud  of  King  Constantlne's  victory, 
which  was  decisive  proof  that  German 
principles.  If  rightly  applied,  always  en- 
sure victory." 


BRESLAU.  Sept.  8. — The  annual 
grand  manoeuvres  of  the  German  army 
opened  today  in  the  presence  of  Em- 
peror William,  who  Is  acting  as  supreme 
umpire,  King  Constantine  and  the 
Crown  Prince  of  Greece,  King  Freder- 
ick August  of  Saxony  and  the  chiefs  of 
general-staffs  of  the  armle.s  of  Germany, 
Austria,  Italy  and  the  Argentine.

of  the  Rt.  Hon.  H.  L.  Samuel,  British 
Postmaster-General,  speaking  to  1,200 
members  of  the  Canadian  Club  at  a 
luncheon  in  the  Manitoba  Hall  today. 

Pointing  out  that  the  English  Liberal 
party  had  discarded  "Little  England- 
ism,"  and  that  Cobden  had  never  de- 
termined the  policy  of  that  party,  he 
emphasized  the  fact  that  the  age  when 
the  Dominions  or  colonies  used  to  be 
regarded  with  indifference  In  the  Old 
Country    had    passed    absolutely. 

Xn  Sympathy  "With  Sominlons 

The  people  of  Great  Britain  were 
cordially  in  sympathy  with  the,  vig- 
orous and  active  democracies  in  the  new 
countries,  and  he  was  convinced  that 
wheij  Ireland  got  Home  Rule  that  he 
might  see  the  people  of  that  country  as 
proud  of  their  country,  as  sympathetic 
to  the  great  Dominions,  and  rendering 
as  useful  service  as  any  other  portion 
of  the  United  Kingdom  to  the  progress 
and  welfare  of  the  Dominions  over  the 
sea. 

While  he  did  not  desire  to  interfere 
In  any  degree  with  the  management  of 
their  ow^n  Canadian  afTalrs.  they  would 
believe  him,  he  eald,  when  he  stated 
that  at  home,  In  Great  Britain,  Canada 
was  much  in  the  minds  of  all  the 
people.

C.f.ll,ISREmED 


Trains  Which  Were  Held  Up 
by  Big  Landslides  Near 
Field  Are  Moving  East  and 
West. 


VANCOUVER,  Sept.  8.— All  trains 
held  up  on  the  main  line  of  the  C.  P.  R. 
by  slides  are  now  on  thtMr  way  enst 
and  west.  The  line  was  finally  cleared 
at  11  o'clock  this  morning,  and  all  trains 
art-    now    moving. 

Yesterday  the  population  of  Field,  the 
town  nearest  the  slide  w^hich  occurred 
between  Pallser  and  Glengogle,  twenty- 
five  miles  west  of  Field,  was  increased 
by  the  addition  of  2,000  passengers,  who 
yfere  held   up    by    the  delay. 

The  slide,  whicli  was  300  feet  wide 
ond  thirty  feet  deep,  was  caused  by  tho 
bursting  of  an  old  beaver  dam  up  in 
the  mountains.  District  Superintendent 
McKay,  at  Revelstoke,  says  that  the 
dam  burst  under  the  pressure  of  heavy 
rainstorms  last  week.  The  stream  down 
which  the  water  rushed  is  ordinarily  so 
small  that  a  man  could  step  across  it. 

Blast  Xew  Channel 

The  slide  carried  the  track  away  com- 
pletely, and  it  went  clear  across  the 
Kicking  Horse  River,  damming  that 
stream  and  endangering  the  track  above 
th«  slide.  The  river  was  completely 
blocked  up  and  it  was  found  necessary 
to  blast  a  new  channel  to  release  the 
pent-up  waters  which  threatened  to 
cause  a  washout  further  on.  Huge  trees 
were  brought  down  with  the  slide  and 
boulders  nearly  as  big  as  a  box-car 
made  the  Job  of  clearing  the  track  a  dif- 
ficult   one. 

The  bursting  of  the  bearer  dam  car- 
ried away  debris  deposited  In  the  dam 
by  the  beavers  years  ago.  Some  of  the 
trees  that  came  down  bore  the  rAirks  of 
the  little  animals'  teeth,  and  the  sup- 
ports of  the  dam  erected  by  the  beavers 
were*  plainly  marked  as  such  by  tho 
bleaching  of  their  upper  ends  and  the 
lower  points  coated  with  mud  and  slime.

REFERS  TO  CHANGES 

IN  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 


Confederation  Will  Not  Be 
Completed  Until  Westerner 
Becomes  Prime  Minister  at 
Ottawa,  . 


VANCOUVER,  Sept.  8. — Speaking  at 
the  Canadian  Club  here  today.  Sir  Gil- 
bert T'arker  said  differences  existed 
everywhere,  jbijt  he  was  siire  that  how- 
ever they  differed  on  the  questions  of 
the  organiz.-ition  of  the  national  forces 
and  national  freedom  they  were  one. 
(Cheers.) 

He  was  to  tell  them  to  their  faces 
what  he  thought  of  /hem.  He  was  not 
the  man  to  make  other  people  blush — 
unnecessarily,  lie  had  determined  that 
his  words  to  tliem  should  be  of  the 
lighter  order,  becHUse  he  was  absolutely 
in  a  rcmlnl-scent  mood.  He  was  allken 
to  a  prodigal,  but  not  in  the  sense  they 
were  thinking  of. 

A  Cockney  in  London  had  asked  a 
friend  '"what  is  a  prodigal."  The  frfehd 
replied  that  "a  prodigal  was  a  cova 
what  always  came  baok^"  That  was 
what  he  was. 

When,  with  Mr.  Montagu  Barlow, 
M.P.  for  South  Salford,  they  were  re- 
cently down  in  the  valleys  of  British 
Columbia,  they  had  noted  that  there  was 
not  a  train  for  eight  hours.  Mr.  Bar- 
low had  asked,  was  there  no  freight 
train  they  could  get  on.  Then  they 
heard  a  whistle,  and  he  was  told  that 
It  was  the  forepart  of  the  "Imperial 
Limited,"  carrying  mails  and  colonist  ; 
accommodation.  Mr.  Barlow  said:  "I 
am  a  colonist;  let's  get  on." 

The  speaker  said  that  he  had  a  right 
on  that  train,  and  he  admitted  Mr."  Bar- 
low to  it.  They  boarded  the  train  and 
arrived    here   si^fely.

He  told  them  this  because  the  ele- 
ment of  resourcefulness  was  one  whl'ch 
must  be  exercised  In  a  new  country. 

Sir  Gilbert  then  related  another  story, 
which  dealt  with  a  member  of  one  of 
United  States  Legislatures,  who  had 
been  held  up  by  a  train  accident,  'Ho 
had  wired  to  his  Government  saying  It 
was  impossible  for  him  to  present  a 
certain  bill  on  the  ensuing  Monday,  be- 
cause there  was  a  washout  on  the  lino. 
The  rely  which  came  stated:  "Buy  an- 
other  shirt   and  come  along." 

Touching  on  Vancouver,  Sir  Qllbert 
stated  he  was  a  pioneer  here,  and,  there- 
fore had  a  greater  right  to  speak  of 
Vancouver  than  many  of  those  present. 
He  had  been  here  twenty-three  years 
ago  and  It  was  In  Vancouver  that  ho 
really  started  hla  writing  of  stories.  Ho 
had  written  plays  In  Australia,  when  on 
the  staff  of  a  Sydney  newspaper,  but 
came  directly  here,  after  his  South 
Seas  sojourn  to  start  life  again.  Ho 
was  then  working  eastward  towards 
London,  and  It  was  from  this  point  that 
he  began  doing  something  to  make  a 
few  people,  at  least  look  at  his  natlva 
country. 

Rev.  Dr.  McLeod  took  hold  of  him  and 
almost  persuaded  him  to  he<;oms  a 
Presbyterian.

Here  they  were  hullamg  up  a  tremend- 
ous city  In  the  area  of  a  former  prime- 
val forest.  They  had  their  Govern- 
ment with  an  Irishman  at  the  head, 
having  only  "two  plolccmen*'  on  the  Op- 
position side  to  prevent  the  intrusion  of 
a   too  Inquisitive  public. 

At  any  rate  the  Irishman  who  was 
full  of  Ideas,  helped  to  balance  tlie 
Ktvirdy  qualities  of  the  Scot,  and  tlie 
Irishman  had  a  swiftness  of  Intellect. 
.\s  for  the  ICngll.«hman,  there  wore 
plenty  of  them  here,  and  nothing  would 
make  Jilm  believe  that  they  were  not 
doing  their  part. 

Ooninion   Heritage 

To  those  from  the  otiier  side  of  the 
line  he  would  say  that  the  debt  they 
owed  to  all  that  was  English  was  a 
debt  acknowledged  by  the  best  people 
of  their  country.  They  might  hot  love 
the  British  people,  personally," 'and  In- 
dividually they  might  not  agree  with 
the  Englishman  as  an  Englishman,  but 
the  'loyalty  they  owed  was  not  to  the 
English  people  as  English  people,  but 
to  the  fact  that  "V/hat  was  yours  was 
theirs."

When  he  was  here  twenty-three 
years  ago,  he  saw  a  little  fringe  of 
shore,  a  few  houses,  a  large  hotel,  and  | 
a  mirrow  and  hope  for  the  future  In 
the  waters  of  tiie  bffy.  It  was  easy  to 
be  a  prophet  twenty-three  years  after 
the  time.  He  felt  that  they  were  placed 
in  an  extraodlnary  happy  position,  for 
their  port  was  bound  to  be  a  great  one 
when  the  railways  came  In.  The  East 
was  at  once  their  hope,  and  their  danger, 
for  they  were  the  entreport  for  the 
East. 

The  wheat  and  the  products  of  the 
Dominion,  as  they  passed  to  the  East, 
must  pass  through  Vancouver.  Canada 
was  to  feed  the  East,  and  the  East  was 
to  feed  Canada.  They  had  contiguous 
nation — two  nations — which,  in  one 
sense,  were  always  the  threat  of  Can- 
ada's security,  and  the  Empire's.  In 
the  stragctic  position  Vancouver  held, 
he  took  it.  that  they  were  naturally 
alive  to  the  powerful  position  held  in 
the  industrial  development  of  this  great 
nation. 

Seal  of  Confederation 

Vanoouvor'.s  population  of  2,000 
twenty-three  years  ago  was  vastly  dif- 
ferent to  her  present  population  of 
L'00,000.  He  had  been  toUl  there  would 
be  a  check  to  this  advancement.  His 
feeling  was  that  Vancouver  started 
where  San  Francisco  did  not  start.  Van- 
couver started  with  steamships  and  rail- 
ways and  with  all  the  growing  parts 
east  of  the  Ilockles.  They  were  starl- 
ing todsj'  where  San  Francisco  was  at 
the  present  time,  an<l  with  their  pros- 
pects he  saw  nothing  strange  In  the 
prophecy  that  In  another  twenty-five 
yoavH  they  should  number  a  population 
of  750,000.

Eighteen    Chinamen   Charged    'With    Pre- 

q,uentiiig   Opium   Den   a*   Result 

of  Police  Koid 

An  aim^.spherc  of  Chinatown  pervaded 
the  police  court  yesterday  morning.  The 
room  was  crowded  with  Orientals.  On 
tlie  desk  before  City  Prosecutor  Harri- 
son was  a  collection  of  the  peculiar 
pipes  used  by  the  Chinaman  in  opium 
.«moklng.  In  the  box  were  eighteen  na- 
tives of  the  East,  who  shifted  from  foot 
to  foot  and  gazed  blankly  at  the  officers 
of  the  court.  All  were  charged  with 
the  same  offence,  namely,  being  fre- 
tiuentors  of  an  opium  "Joint."  Mr.  W. 
C.  Moresby,  who  Ijs  dcfemiing,  asked  for 
a  remand  to  today,  which  was  granted. 
He  also  reriuested  ball,  which  was  al- 
lowed In  $25  each.  The  names  of  the 
defendants  follow:  Ah  Chong,  Ah  BIng, 
.loo  Chow,  Lum  Wing,  Tong  Chu,  Wo 
Gan,  .To  Tom,  Yoe  Lung,  Wong  Long, 
Wing,  Lung  Lo,  Lee  Chu,  Sam.  Yung 
Joe,  Bing,  Chung  Fo,  Tong,  and  Chu  Po. 
The  appearance  of  these  Chinamen 
wa.**  the  re:<ult  of  a  police  raid  on  the 
premises  of  541  Flsguard  Street  early 
Monday  morning.  For  some  weeks  the 
police  have  had  their  suspicions  of  thevse 
tpiarters.  Individually  several  officers 
have  made  attempts  to  gain  access  with- 
out notice.  However,  those  efforts  had 
been  unavailing.  The  detectives  were 
allowed  admittance,  hut  when  they  ar- 
rived tl\e  Chinamen  present  were  quietly 
smoking  cigarettes,  or  engaged  in  Inno- 
cent, inoffensive  conversation.  To  get 
at  the  bottom  of  the  mystery  of  the 
apartments  a  raid  was  organized  under 
the  direction  of  Tnsiiector  Walker,  a 
rnimber  of  offlce'-fl,  including  Detectives 
Murray  and  Macdonald,  starting  off  at 
the  time  stated.  The  force  was  divided. 
.\t  a  given  time  it  united  on  the  stair- 
way to  tlie  Chinese  club.  To  the  Chin- 
ese watchers  It  was  a  complete  sur- 
prise. They  bad  no  time  to  lock  the 
doors,  and  the  police.  In  a  trice,  were 
in   the  midst   of   a    t>plral   opium   den. 

All  means  of  escape  were  quickly  shut 
off,  after  which  the  detectives  pro- 
ceeded to  take  stock  of  what  they  had 
found.  The  apartment  was  well  filled. 
OpMim  lamps  burned  brijfhtly.  Half  a 
do/en  full  smoking  sets  we.re  discovered, 
'i'here  was  a  large  tin  containing  an 
ample  supply  of  the  drug.  Some  China- 
men were  sleeping  off  the  effects  of 
their  indulgence,  others  were  caught  in 
the  act,  ond  ochers  still  were  evidentl.v 
about  to  obtain  a  smoke.  All  the  para- 
phernalia, of  course,  was  confiscated. 
'I'he  Chinaman  were  gathered  together 
and  taken  to  the  station,  rire  obtained 
twill  Immediately  and  the  others  spent 
the  remainder  of  the  n»<:ht  In  jail.  None 
would  admit  the  right  to  be  called  pro- 
prietor of  the  estobllshment

ailMED  B!  DEmi 


Mr,  J,  P.  Burgess,  Old  Resident 
of  Victoria,  Passes  Away  at 
Montreal  While  Returning 
From  Europe, 


Mr.  J.  P.  Burpe8.s,  a  leader  of  the 
e\er-lliinnlng  band  of  the  Victoria  pio- 
neers of  '62,  passed  away  yesterday  at 
the  Windsor  Hotel,  Montreal,  from  pros- 
tration, followtnK  acute  nausea  and  gen^v 
eral  debility,  which  developed  on  the 
voyage  acros.i  the  Atlantic  on  a  return 
ti  Ip    from    Kurope. 

The  news,  which  was  received  yester- 
day by  his  relatives,  came  as  a  conaid- 
ciable  shoclf  to  the  hundredB  of  friends 
who  knew  .Mr,  lUirRess  as  a  man  whose 
splendid  health  neKatived  any  expecta- 
tion of  an   early  death. 

Aftfr  coming  to  the  city  Mr.  Burgess 
spent  several  years  prospecting  in.  the 
Cariboo  and  Omenica  di.strlcts,  eventu- 
ally settling  down  in  Victoria  in  1872  as 
a  general  contractor,  a  profession  which 
he  active:/  followed  until  about  a  jear 
ago. 

Mr.  Burgess  was  an  active  worker  fur 
the  (.Conservative  party,  and  although 
time  and  time  again  he  refused  to  be  a 
candidate  for  off  ice,  or  even  to  accept 
any  nomination  on  the  several  Important 
committeeB  of  his  party,  yet  his  servlcea 
and  his  resources  were  always  at  the 
(liapos--Bl  of  tlie  part.\',  wliich  he  actively 
supported    tmti!    the   end. 

Mr.  Burgess  was  one  of  the  earliest 
workers  on  the  old  M'.'chanlc.s'  I^ibrary 
ommittee,  at-  the  tlnte  when  the  organ- 
ization was  houaud  in  the  Philharmonic 
Hall,  and  for  many  years  acted  as  treas- 
urer for  the  association.  He  was  al.«o 
a  prominent  subscriber  to  the  funds  ot 
the  S.  P.  C.  A.  and  took  an  active  part 
in  the  welfare  of  thl.i  society,  being  a 
regular  attendant  at  the  inecting.s  and 
subecrlbing  liberally  to  the  funds.  Mr. 
Burgess  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Metropolitan  Metliodiat  Church  from  it.s 
foundation,  and  was  closely  assoclati'd 
with  the  active  Interests  of  this  organ- 
iTiatlon. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A,  had  in  Mr.  Burgess 
an  active  associate  and  a  liberal  sub- 
scriber, and  his  death  will  be  felt  by 
many  societies  with  which  his  name  was 
not  publicly  connecte.d. 

Mr.  Burgess,  who  had  apparently  al- 
ways enjoyed  tbe  best  of  health,  made 
a  trip  to  the  Old  Country  last  Spring, 
and  It  wai4  on  the  return  voyage  on  the 
S8,  Laurentic  that  he  was  attacked  by 
vloloni  spasms  of  sea-sickness  that  ac- 
cording to  telegraphic  advices  were  the 
predisposing  cause  of  his  death.  He 
married  Mlns  Sarah  Baylcy  in  1S86,  and 
the  wKlow  and  two  children  of  the  mar- 
riage predeceased  him'.  The  loss  of  his 
eldest  son  several  years  ago  proved  a 
great  blow,  and  tliose  who  knew  him 
best  say  that  Mr.  Burgess  never  quite 
recovered    from    it. 

He  Is  survived  by  two  brothers,  Rev. 
James  E.  Burgeso,  of  Toronto,  and  Mr. 
VV.  L.  Burgess,  of  Victoria.  The  body 
will  be  brought  to  Victoria  for  inter- 
ment.

This  trip,  In  tho-^e  days  one  surrounded 
by  perils  and  hardship.s,  was  safely  ne- 
gotiated, and  Mrs.  ColUn.'s  thus  figures 
among  the  band  of  brave  white  \fomen 
who  risked  their  lives  in  crossing  the 
continent  years  before  the  railway  af- 
forded the  safer  and  much  more  com- 
fortable means  of   transportation.

Permits  may 
be  Issued  by  certain  police  authorities 
and  magistrates  as  well  as  by  persons 
specially  appointed  for  that  purpose. 
Every  peace  officer  Is  authorized  to 
search  persons  whom  he  may  have  rea- 
son to  suspect  of  carrying  weapons  in 
contravention  of  this  provision,  and  the 
weapons,  if  found,  are  forfeited.  It  Is 
also  declared  to  be  an  offence  to  sell  a 
pistol  or  an  air-gun  to  a  person  under 
sixteen. 

These  pfovlslons,  if  strictly  enforced, 
ought  to  have  the  effect  of  preventing 
the  carrying  of  weapons  by  persons  In- 
discriminately, and  thus  greaty  diminish 
the  chances  that  acts  of  violence  may 
occur.  It  ought  wholly  to  prevent  the 
carrying  of  weapons  by  transient  people 
or    undesirable    persons    generally. 

There  arc  also  some  new  and  very 
stringent  provisions  In  regard  to  what 
is  usually  spoken  of  as  the  white  slave 
traffic,  and  severe  penalties  are  im- 
posed upon  the  owners  or  agents  of 
houses  used  for  disorderly  purposes. 
I-lor  obvious  reasons  we  do  not  give  the 
details  of  the  provisions  on  this  point. 
but  we  may  add  that  they  are  exceed- 
ingly stringent.  It  Is  to  be  hoped  they 
will    be    rigorously    enforced. 

Among  other  provisions  is  one  maKlny 
It  an  indictable  offence  to  make  know- 
ingly any  false  statement  in  order  to 
obtain  credit,  or  to  obtain  food  or  lodg- 
ing at  a  restaurant,  lodging-house  or 
hotel  on  false  pretences;  and  others  for 
the  prevention  of  gambling,  lotteries, 
and  acts  of  that  nature.  Ou  the  whole, 
the  new  provisions  will  contribute 
greatly  to  the  improvement  of  the  moral 
tone  of  the  coinmunity,  If  they  are 
carried  out  In  good  faith  by  the  officers 
of   the  law.

Many   obacrv- 
ersi    have   .«<uspected    for   some    time    that 
thr  Mikado's  Government  was  only  waiv- 
ing   for    some    plausible    excuse    to    take 
steps    towards    what    might    In    time   de- 
velop   Into   a    protectorate    of    the    great 
Asiatic     Empire.       That     this     would     b. 
strenuously    denied    If    the    ministry    felt 
celled  upon   to  make  any   pronouncement 
on  the  subject  may  he  taken  for  granted, 
but   It   cannot   be  denied    that    Japan   has 
In    a    general    way    been    hostile    to    the 
new    regime    In   China. 

It    is    very    greatly    to    he    hoped    that 
ho  such  intervention  will   take  place  for 
it  would  undoubtedly  Involve  very  grave 
possibllitlps.     The  United  States,   for  ex- 
ample, could   hardly   be  expected   to  view 
with    complacency     any     action      which 
would   increase  Japanese  influence  In  the 
Orient  to  any  greater  degree  than  would 
naturally  arise  out  of  present  conditions. 
In   this  respect  the  Interest  and  sympa- 
thy   of    Canada    would    tindoubtedly    be 
with  our  neighbors.

In  the  fourth  annual  report 
CommlsElon  of  Conservation  we  read 
some  very  interesting  remarks  on  the 
possibilities  of  this  Province  as  a  place 
for  the  breeding  and  feeding  of  live- 
stock. We  cannot  do  better  than  quote 
the  words  of  the  report: 

It  Is  doubtful  if  there  are  anywhere 
in  the  world  more  suitable  condition* 
for  the  breeding  and  feeding  of  live- 
stock than  are  to  be  found  in  the  In- 
terior of  British  Columbia.  Cattle 
ranching  is  made  easy  by  the  dry,  brac- 
ing climate  and  nutritious  grasses.  In 
spite  of  this,  the  supply  is  not  keeping 
pace  with  the  demand  caused  by  the 
increasing  population.  There  arc  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  land  suitable  to 
.sheep  breeding  and  nothing  else,  and 
which  should  be  turned  to  profitable 
account  in  this  way.  Dairying,  too. 
needs  encouragement.  Poultry  is  not 
receiving  sufficient  attention,  although 
there  are  scores  of  orchardlsts  with  the 
popular  ten-acre  fruit  farm,  who  could 
very  profitably  keep  a  large  flock  be- 
tween  the  trees.

Before  Chief  Justice  Hunter  In  Su- 
preme Court  Chambers  yesterday.  Mr. 
8^  Bass,  representing  sevei-al  of  the 
shareholders  of  the  defunct  Bankers'

asking  for  the  dismissal  of  the  acting 
liquidator,  Mr.  J.  E.  Allen,  and  for  the 
appointment  in  his  place  of  another,  pre 
ferably  the  Sheriff  of  the  County 
Victoria. 

Opposing  this  proposal  was  Mr.  H.  A. 
Maclean,  K.C,  who  appeared  for  the 
liquidator.  The  upshot  of  the  argument 
was  a  decision  of  the  Chief  Justice,  on 
Mr.  Maclean's  suggestlcn.  that  he  would 
name  a  liquidator  for  the  corporation 
next  Tuesday.  Meanwhile  the  required 
notice  will  be  given  the  shareholders, 
that  being  a  point  which  was  waived 
when  Mr.  Allen  was  appointed,  a  course 
to  which  ^hose  on  whose  behalf  Mi". 
Bass  Is  acting,  have  taken  cxcepvion. 
When  the  Court  takes  up  this  matter  a 
week  hence,  Mr.  Bass  will  have  an  op- 
portunity to  present  any  arguments 
there  may  be  against  Mr,  Allen's  re- 
tention. ^ 

Mr.  Maclean,  in  the  C3urse  of  his  ob- 
servations, asserted  that  ths  present 
liquidator  was  satisfactory  to  the  ma- 
jority of  the  shareholders — $85,000  out 
of  $107,000.  His  claim  wai  that  the 
petitioners  were  made  up  practically  of 
the  Cook  ftAd  Hearn  interests.  That 
there  was  a  judgment  standing  against 
Mr.  Allen  he  admitted,  but  he  asserted 
that  It  was  of  old  standing.  origlnalSna; 
in  Nova  Scotia,  and  had  nevf.r  been 
pressed.  Ample  guarantee  had  been 
given  by  him  as  to  the  proper  perform- 
ance   of    his    duties.

I 
may  say,  however,  that  while  at  practic- 
ally all  the  places  I  visited  I  Inspected 
new  schools  that  have  just  been  opened 
tins  session,  or  schools  at  present  un- 
der construction,  1  ■was  met  with  the 
same  cry  for  more  accommodation 
everywhere. 

Buhoola  in  Demand 
"From  Kamloops  1  went  to  Penticton, 
and  there  1  opened  ajnother  new  school, 
an  elght-roomcd  building,  and  vlelng  in 
every  way  with  the  modern  structure  I 
5ound  at  Kamlooi)!3.  When  I  was  at 
I'pntlcton  a  deputation  t'oimally  waited 
upon  me.  as  Minister  of  Kducation,  from 
South  Okanagan,  and  Informed  me  that 
the  district  would  not  be  adequately 
supplied  even  when  the  new  School  was 
running  at  standard,  strength,  so  to 
ai)cak.  Of  course,  1  said  that  the  ques- 
tion of  additional  facilities  is  being  con- 
sidered practically  all  the  time  by  the 
Oovernmeiit,  and  when  I  recited  for 
their  information  something  of  what 
the  Provincial  Government  has  been  do- 
ing all  over  the  country  in  this  connec- 
tion they  were  more  than  a  little  sur- 
prlsod. 

"Kelowna  was  the  next  point  t  touch- 
ed nt,  and  therp  I  Inspected  the  work 
upon  the  new  school,  which  they  ex- 
pect to  hav«  completed  within  a  very 
;n  addition  to  the  school,  I 
fk'.tjrkings  of  the  new 
sewer  s.vstem  wliich  has  been  put  In 
there.  The  system  is  based  upon  the 
latest  principles,  and  promises  to  be 
most  efficient.  This  undertaking  was 
a  somewhat  bold  one  on  tho  part  ot 
K<'lownn,  involving,  as  It  did,  a  very 
considerable  expenditure,  but  the  re- 
sults are  likely  to  more  than  redeem  tlie 
cost    and    Justify    the    enterprise. 

"Then  I  proceeded  to  Vernon,  where  [ 
met  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trada, 
the  City  Coimcil,  and  tho  School  Board. 
I  paid  a  visit  to  the  High  School,  and 
presented  the  certlficate.s  to  the  suc- 
cessful pupils,  which  proved  a  mo.st  at- 
tractive function,  and  later  I  addressed 
a  meeting  at  the  Central  School,  whicli 
was  also  largely  attended.  There,  also, 
I  heard  the  clamor  for  Increased  school 
accommodation,  and  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  so  acute  is  the  situation  hecoralng 
that  the  trustees  have  gone  ahead  ami 
eec\ired  two  Ideal  sites  for  additional 
schools  in   the  town._ 

"At  Enderby,  which  was  the  next  port 
of  call,  1  looked  o-v»r  the  school  build- 
ing now  being  constructed,  and  which 
Is  expected  to  be  complete  and  ready  for 
use  In  six  weeks'  time.  The  building  is 
designed  on  spacious  lines,  and  contains 
eight  rooms. 

"Salmon  Arm  I  fo\md  in  a  very  satls- 
faetorj'  condition.  At  the  present  time 
the  people  of  the  town  are  engaged  In 
raising  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  hos- 
pital. 

"Altogether  my  tr^p  was  a  most  in- 
structive one  for  me.  as  Minister  of 
I<:ducatlon,  and  also  a  most  beautiful  one 
as  a  man  touring  over  the  country. 
From  8icamo\i8  to  Penticton  is  a  mag- 
nificent stretch  of  country,  and  In  oth«r 
places  similar  adjectives  have  to  be  em- 
ployed to  glv«r  any  adequate  Impres- 
sion. Fortunately,  the  seaBon  was  ripe 
for  such  k  tour,  and  'I  thlfrk  T  saw 
everytMSf  at  lt«  beat.  .  At  any  rate.  It 
Is  dlffiMult  to  Imavtne  anything  finer. 
And  whftt  la  ptrltko*  mora  to  iba  point.

Goldstein,  fellow  of  the  University  of 
Moscow,  has  been  delegated  to  traverso 
the  Dominion  and  make  an  exhaustive 
report  on  itu  industrial  and  agricultural 
conditions  for  submission  to  the  Russian 
Government.  Professor  Goldstein  ar- 
rived in  the  city  of  Victoria  yesterday, 
lifter  making  his  first  trip  across  the 
Dominion,  and  upon  being  interviewed 
at  the  Empress  Hotel  by  The  Colonist, 
he   set   forth   the  purpose   of   his   tour. 

Not  the  least  interesting  statement 
made  by  the  professor  in  connection 
with  his  trip  and  its  possibilities  waK 
that  referring  to  the  proposed  inaugur- 
ation of  a  steams^iip  service  between 
Odessa,  on  the  Black  Sea,  and  Victoria 
and  Vancouver,  on  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
The  idea  of  this  service  ha.s  been  moot- 
ed by  a  number  of  influential  Russian 
capitalists,  who  foresee  tremendous  pos- 
sibilities for  trading  on  this  Coast  when 
tlie   Panama  Canal  is  open   to   traffic.

Handicrafts 

There  are  many  girls  who  "ave  not 
the  physical  strength  needed  for  domes- 
tic .sarvlce,  and  who  have  no  Inclination 
to  teach.  Are  .such  girls  to  remain  a. 
burden  on  their  relatives,  or  must  they, 
when  these  have  gone.  suffer  rrotn 
want? 

It  has  often  been  found  tliat  the  lame 
or  the  deformed  have  a  strong  sense  of 
beauty,  and  that  they  have  wonderfiil 
manual  skill.  This  is  now  being  taken 
advantage  of  In  many  cities  and  dis- 
tricts in  Rngland.  and  girls  who  are 
kept  from  earning  their  living  In  any  of 
the  ordinary  ways  by  physical  disability 
are  being  taught  some  of  the  higher 
forms   of   handicraft. 

There  is  s\ich  a  school  at  Shoftery. 
near  Shakespeare's  birthplace.  Here  in 
a  beautiful  old  cottage  In  a  fragrant 
garden  girls  are  being  taught  to  spin, 
to  weave  tapestVy,  to  embroider,  to  bind 
books  and  to  care  for  the  flowers.  Some 
of  these  girls  will  teach  the  crafts  they 
love;  others  will  find  in  them  a  means 
of  livelihood. 

In  many  of  the  institutions  for  the 
care  of  those  whose  defects  are  moral, 
rather  than  physical,  men  and  women 
are  being  taiight  to  take  an  interest  In 
such   work   to  their  great  advantage. 

In  a  Province  where  many  women 
must  live  lonely  lives,  It  Is  well  worth 
while  considering  whether  or  not  our 
girls  should  be  taught  to  give  expres- 
sion to  their  love  of  beauty  hy  learning 
to   make  things    they  or  others  need. 

Children  are  learning  In  the  .-schools 
the  principles  of  design.  Can  they  not 
be  taught  to  turn  this  knowledge  to 
useful  account  in  their  homes?  Some 
immigrants  from  Southern  Rurope  have 
Introduced  tho  making  of  color«d  em- 
broideries; Quebec  linen  weaving  has 
been  revived,  and  the  making  of  con- 
vertures  and  fine  woollen  fabrics  has 
been  enoo\iraged.  I^aces  of  many  art- 
istic varieties  are  being  made,  and  'the 
beautiful  knitting  of  women  from  the 
northeTn    Islands   finds   ready   sale. 

The  girl  or  woman  who  knows  a 
handicraft  has  a  never-failing  remedy 
for  loneliness  and  often  a  means  of  add- 
ing to  a  meagre  Income.  More  than 
that,  the  training  she  has  received  In 
acquiring  it,  will  help  her  to  learn  more 
easily  the  many  new  things  every  house- 
keeper, and  especially  every  pioneer 
woman,   must  find  out  how  to  do.' 

While  this  applies  to  all  women, 
those  who  are  in  any  way  prevented 
from  engaging  In  the  ordinary  pleasures 
and  puranlts  of  girls  of  their  age  are 
specially  benefited  by  leHTnlns  eome 
pleasant   occupation.

Neither  of  these  statements  is  true.

Is  the 
best  evidence  that  sui'li  tearhing  Is 
wrong. 

It  is  startling  to  be  tcfld,  on  authority 
which  not  many  will  venture  to  nuea- 
tlon,  that  the  traditions  with  which 
most  young  Canadians  have  grown  up, 
are  mistaken,  but  If  Ur.  Grant  Is  right, 
his  address  has  not  been  delivered  too 
soon.  Indeed,  it  is  to  be  feared,  tliat  so 
far  as  the  present  gpneration  of  Can- 
adians Is  concerned,  irreparable  mis- 
chief   has    been    done. 

The  faith  In  Great  Britain's  power 
and  wlllingnes-s  '  to  uphold  tlie  Just 
claims  of  Canada  has  been  shaken, 
v.hile  men  have  '•learned  to  look  with 
suspicion  on  their  great  neighbor,  and 
to  feel  that  tho  United  States  would 
not  scruple  to  take  advantage  of  Can- 
ada's   weakness   for    her    own    benefit. 

Nothing  is  more  Important  than  that 
both  Canadian  and  United  States  chil- 
dren should  learn  the  truth,  regarding 
this  matter,  and  It  is  not  easy  for 
teachers  or  the  makers  of  text  bookn 
to  find  the  data  necessary  to  form  cor- 
rect  opinions. 

Is  It  not  the  duty  of  those  who  have 
In  their  possession,  knowledge  so  well 
fitted  to  draw  the  three  klndnd  peoplets 
together  to  publish  It  in  such  a  form 
that    all    may    understand    it? 

Teachers  do  not  desire  to  keep  alive 
unfriendly  traditions,  but  they  must  he 
convinced  that  what  they  ha^•e  them- 
selves learned  Is  wrong.  They  should  be 
taught  as  quickly  as  possible,  the  truth 
about    this    matter. 


Cooaine 

There  are  not  wanting  indications 
that  the  spread  of  the  use  cf  the  drug 
cocaine  has  begun  in  this  city.  The 
following  article  from  a  Toronto  paper 
should  awaken  the  authorities  and  the 
people  to  the-  danger  of  the  use  of  this 
drug,  and  to  the  necessity  of  taking 
measures  to  prevent  the  formation  of 
antther     dangerous     haliit;    - 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Phar- 
maceutical Asso  lation  the  other  day, 
Mr.  W.  B.  Graham,  the  registrar  and 
treasurer  of  the  Ontario  College  of 
Pharmacy,  called  very  urgently  for  a 
more  efficient  watch  on  the  cocaine 
traffic.  His  position  gives  Mr.  Gralmm 
special  opportunities  for  gauging  I'ts 
extent,  since  lie  has  access  to  the  books 
of  the  wholesalers.  And  he  tells  us 
that  far  more  cocaine  Is  sold  than  Is 
neces.sary  for  medlcnl  purposes.  Wc 
have  aufticient  evidence  in  our  courts 
from  time  to  time  to  confirm  this,  but 
the  problem  Is  how  to  kill  this  illegal 
traffic.  As  Mr.  Graham  says,  we  spend 
a  very  conslderiible  sum  of  money  every 
year  In  regulating  the  lienor  trade,  but 
our  efforts  for  the  suppression  of  co- 
caine are  little  better  than  amateurisli. 
We  can  use  plenty  of  moral  suasion 
with  the  druggi.'^ts  who  sink  so  low  as 
to  sell  cocaine  to  unfortunates,  but 
moral  suasion  io  not  enough.  When 
we  are  assured  by  Mr.  Graham  that 
over  2,000  ounces  of  cocaine  were  sold 
last  year  In  the  Province  of  Oniarlo, 
we  can  see  the  extent  of  the  e\  II.  Mr. 
Graham  calls  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Dominion  Inspector,  who  would  keep 
track  of  the  sales  from  wholesalers  to 
retailers,  and  make  the  punishment  of 
dishonest  dealers  easier  to  accomfillsh. 
The  havcc  which  the  drug  Is  making 
here  is  far  from  lessening.  Us  effect 
Is  cumulative.  We  have  excellent  laws 
for  its  suppression,  but  they  are  al- 
most useless  until  we  provide  the  ma- 
chinery which  can  effectively  administer 
them."

1909,  upon  resolu- 
tion of  the  Council,  she  is  entitled  to 
hold  her  position  during  the  pleasure  of 
I'.ie  Council,  subject  to  the  right  of  the 
Mayor  to  suspend  her  under  power 
contained  in  section  25,  sub-section  D, 
of  the  Municipal  Act.  This  section, 
after  setting  forth  the  Mayor's  unre- 
stricted authority  and  power  to  inspect

cm  WILL  INSIST  ON 
ENFORCEMENT  OF  Li 


Resolution  Condemning  Long 
Race  Meets  and  Violation  of 
Statutes  Relating  to  Betting 
Is  Unanimously  Passed. 


By  unanimous  vote,  the  City  Council 
last  night  went  on  record  agalnjst  any 
prolonged  race  meeting  in  Victoria,  ex- 
pressing its  determination  that  the  con- 
tract between  the  B.  C.  Agricultural  As- 
aociatton  and  the  Country  Club  shall 
be  stPictl'j-  adhered,  to,  and  declaring 
that  If  any  breach  pf  the  law  Is  com- 
mitted, prompt  action  shall  be  taken  by 
the  city  <>nllcitor  on  behalf  of  the  city 
against  the  offenders.  The  Council  ex- 
pressed its  Intentions  when  the  re.solu- 
tlon  submitted  by  Alderman  McCandless 
was  put  and   carried  as  follows; 

"Whereas,  the  agreement  between  ,  the 
British  Columbia  Agricultural  Associa- 
tion and  the  Victoria  Country  Club, 
dated  April  15.  1909,  provides  that  no 
races  shall  he  held  on  the  track  of  the 
Provincial  I-'xhlbitlon  grounds  within  a 
period  of  twenty  days  before  the  open- 
ing  of  the  Provincial   Exhibition; 

"And,  whereas,  it  is  reported  that 
races  are  to  be  held  there  within  such 
time; 

"Therefore,  be  It  resolved,  that  this 
matter  be  immediately  brought  to  the 
attonUon  of  the  a.s.socifttion,  and  the  as,- 
Kociation  be  requested  (without  preju- 
dice to  existing  litigation)  to  take  such 
steps  as  are  necessary  to  prevent  the 
breach  of   the  contract. 

"Further,  resolved,  that  If  any  meet- 
ings held  upon  the  said  race-course  on 
aald  grounds  during  thl«  year  arc  not 
held  in  strict  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Criminal  Code,  as  amend- 
ed by  .Vet  of  1910.  chapter  10,  .section  2, 
and  Act  of  1912,  chapter  19,  section  1, 
the  offenders  be  forthwith  proHeciilod, 
and  the  city  solicitor  be,  and  he  la, 
hereby  instructed  eo  take  such  steps  as 
may    be    necessary    in    the    premises." 

Before  the  Council,  also,  were  recom- 
mendations of  the  Social  Service  Com- 
misplon  and  the  Ijocal  Council  of  "Wo- 
men,  both  endorsing  any  action  landing 
tovvrir'is  the  strict  enforcement  of  the 
law  in  regard  to  racing.  The  resolu- 
tion of  the  Social  Service  Commission 
tvas  as  follows;  "That  this  Social  Ser- 
vice Commission  is  gratified  to  learn 
that  the  .  City  Council  of  Victoria  is 
taking  active  steps  to  prevent  the  vio- 
lation of  Canadian  law  with  reference 
to  the  improperly  prolonged  horse-race 
meet  which  has  been  arranged  to  take 
place  In  the  district  of  Victoria.  Wo 
trust  that  those  who  hold  respon.-^tbllity 
in  this  matter  will  keep  the  sport  of 
horse-racing  within  the  most  confined 
limits  so  long  as  gambling  in  any  form 
Is  permitted  in  connection  with  the 
sport." 

The  rccommendnllon  of  the  Local 
Council  of  Women  was  as  follows:  "'Bf 
it  resolved,  that  this  Local  Council  of 
Women  heartily  pndorses  any  action 
taken,  or  to  bo  taken,  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil insisting  that  the  law  regarding 
gambling  nt  the  coming  race-meet  shall 
be   observed." 

Owing  to  lengthy  debate  on  "ni^bjects 
having  prior  place  on  the  agenda  paper, 
the  discussion' on  Alderman  McCandless' 
resolution  was  so  delayed  that  an  ex- 
tra half  hour  was  required,  and  it  was 
well  along  towards  midnight  before  the 
resolution  was  voted  upon  and  passed. 
A  large  representation  of  members  of 
the  Moral  Reform  bodies  of  the  city 
were  present,  including  a  considerable 
number  of  women. 

Alderman  McCandless  wan  emphatic 
In  bin  statement  that  the  council  ahniild 
show  Its  determination  to  pravant  long 
race  meets,  and  to  remove  the  unde- 
sirable features  which  have  hitherto 
been  accompanltnenla  of  the  ract  meet* 
In  the  cUJr.  Victoria  wanted  no  recur- 
rence of  the  altxy-day  meet  of  four 
yeara  aKo.  the  evU  effecta  of  which  ara 
even  yet  belnft  exptrlenead  1^  the  city. 
He  waa  oppcsad  to  auch  maeta  on  the 
ffound  of  aaU-raapect.  Othar  citla^ 
>!•▼•  found  th*t  long  r«ea  mtvUi   ar« 


nothing  but  a  detriment,  morally  and 
otherwise.  Here,  in  the  present*  nuiet 
times  a  taeet  will  prove  a  drawbacix 
from  the  business  standpoint  and  there 
could  be  no  argument  again.st  the  state- 
ment that  from  the  moral  .sui;Hlpoint  a 
.race  meet  Is  most  objectionable.  He 
w-as  glad  to  see  the  stand  which  the 
local  press  has  taken  in  the  niuttcr  and 
he  believed  the  great  majority  of  the 
people  of  Victoria  heartily  concur  wit!: 
the  attitude  taken  by  The  Colonist. 
This  attitude,  backed  up  as  it  is  by  the 
beet  element  of  the  city,  should  be 
sufficient  warning  to  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Agricultural  Association,  and  If 
that  organization  will  not  take  the  hint 
It  should  be  forced  to  do  so.  There  was 
no  reason  why  the  'law  should  not  ap- 
ply just  as  well  to  the  gentlemen  who 
cons{ltute  the  Country  Club  as  the  man 
In    overalls.      " 

Alderman  Porter,  one  of  the  Council 
rt'presentntlves  on  the  executive  of  the 
li.  C.  Agricultural  Associalibn.  believed 
Alderman  McCandless  to  be  a  pessimist. 
The  races  at  the  la.st  fair  had  been  con- 
tUicted  in  the  best  possible  manner,  and 
the  B.  C.  Agricultural  Association  is 
most  anxious  that  this  shall  be  the  case 
this  year.  Personally  he  is  quite  averse 
til  a  lenglh\-  race  meet,  but  no  such  meet 
is  to  taKe  place  this  j'ear.  Tlie  directors 
of  tho  fair  have  done  their  best  to  make 
this  year's  event  a  success.  Hor.se  races 
add  materially  to  the  success  of  the  oc- 
casion. He  had  been,  he  stale'd,  em- 
powered by  his  fellow  directors  to' state 
tliat  they  are  all  quite  willing  to  re- 
sign and  let  the  extra  moral  gentleman 
of  the  city  take  over  the  manageipent 
of  the  fair.  Perhaps  those  gentlemen 
could   do   better.  .  -»      ' 

Alderman  H.umber  declared  he  was  In 
favor  of  horse  racing,  but'he  failed  to 
se(-  where  any  real  racing  was  done 
under  the  methods  employed  at  Vancou- 
ver and  proposed   for  this  city. 

Alderman  McXelll,  while  expressing 
himself  averse  to  lengthy  racC  meets 
with  the  accompanying  bad  features, 
called  attention  to  tiie  fact  that  Alder- 
man McCandless'  reaolutlon  merely  de- 
manded enforcement  of  the  law.  As  tho 
law  permits  hotting,  that  feature  ot  tlie 
meet  cannot  be  ellmlnKted. 

Alderman  (hjtUbert,  also  averse  to 
long  race  meets,  criticized  the  attitude 
of  the  Council  In  waiting  until  the  elev- 
enth hour  before  taking  any  step.  It 
was,  he  urged,  not  right  that  after  the 
cirectors  of  the  fair  associntlon  hav^; 
been  working  hard  for  months  to  make 
the  forthcomln;;  fair  a  success,  and  have 
made  all  arrangements  to  that  end  to 
now  step  In  and  criticize  them.  Person- 
ally he  favored  the  observance  of  the 
law,  and  the  Council  could  not,  hr-i.  be- 
lieved, go  further  than  to  see  that  the 
law   is  enforced   to   the  letter. 

Further  considerable  discussion  took 
place  before  Alderman  McCandless'  reso- 
lution was  put  and  unanimously  carried.

This  the 
church  undertook,  ■  and  her  efforts  have 
resulted  In  the  erection,  upon  the  cor- 
ner of  Admiral's  Road  arid  Lyal  Str<>et, 
of  one  of  the  best  equipped  churcber.  of 
Us  size  upon  the  Coast.  Its  simple  and 
chaste  outside  appearance  Is  fully  aus- 
lained  by  Us  internal  arrangements  and 
appointments. 

Tht  au'Mtorhim,  which  Is  capable  of 
seatlnj?  S.'iO  people  with  ease,  Is  well 
lighted  with  ,  natural  and  artiflcial 
light,  while  Its  ventilation  is  splendidly 
arranged  for.  Large  rooms  are  provided 
for  boLli  the  pastor  and  choir,  and  ample 
provision  made  for  the  Insertion  of  a 
pipe  organ  when  that  is  obtainable.  A 
(Spacious  balcony  Is  also  provided  as  an 
auxiliary  to  tho  main  auditorium,  and 
will  increase  the  seating  capacity  by 
.seveniy-five  persons. 

On  the  street  level  is  a  well-arrangrd 
dabbath  school,  with  a  large  hall 
measuring  42x32,  end  hns  opening  from 
It  some  nine  aclf^contalned  rooms  with 
an  average  floor  space  of  110  square 
feet. 

A  kitchen,  with  all  appointments,  and 
all  other  modern  conveniences,  is  In 
evidence  r.nd  makes  the  whole  building 
full.v    e-julpped.

Important  recommendations  relative 
to  the  method  of  dealing  -with  the  pro- 
posed sewer  system  for  the  north- 
western section  of  the  city,  and  in- 
cluding an  area  which  takes  In  the 
Esquimau  and  Saanlch  districts,  were 
made  In  the  report  which  Mr.  H.  H. 
Thomson,  the  engineering  expert,  has 
made  to  the  City  Council,  following  hia 
thorough  revision  and  study  of  the 
plans  as  prepared  by  the  municipal  en- 
gineers of  the  city  and  the  two  adjoining 
municipalities.  The  report,  handed  In 
by  Mr.  Thomson  to  City  Engineer  Rust, 
yesterday  morning,  was  before  the  City 
Council  last  night,  but  was  tabled  until 
next  Friday  evening,  when  a  special 
meeting   to   consider   it   will   be   held.

Referring  to  Mr.  Thomson's  report, 
the  City  Engineer  gave  it  as  his  opinion 
that  if  the  former's  suggestions  are 
concurred  In,  no  work  can  be  done  at 
present  on  the  main  sewer.  If,  how- 
ever, the  Council  feels  that  it  would  be 
safe  to  assume  that  the  Legislature 
will  pass  an  act  to  create  this  consoll- 
daCeU  sewerage  district,  and  trusting  to 
this  commlssiou  to  protect  the  inter- 
ests of  Victoria  BO  that  ultimately  the 
cost  o£  the  northwest  sewer  to  Victoria 
%vill  not  be  more  than  was  originally 
reported,  namely,  $240,000,  which 
amount,  however,  does  not  Include  land 
damages,  work  can  be  commenced  at 
once. 

The  City  Engineer  recommended  that 
the  Legislature  be  approached  by  the 
three  municipalities  interested  in  the 
scheme,  with  a  view  to  requesting  some 
flnancial  arrangements  similar  to  those 
which  the  Government  allowed  !n  con- 
nection wjth  the  Greater  Vancouver 
sewerage  scheme,  i  Mr.  Thomson's  re- 
port   was    as    follows: 


•nough,  tb«  flow  is  almost  contlnu- 
oualy  to  th«  aoutheaat,  regardleBs  of  the 
stase  of  the  tide.

Before  leaving  this  question  of  tidal 
movements,  there  la  one  point  to  which 
I  muat  direct  your  attention-  There  haa 
been  dlacuaslon  had  as  to  the  construc- 
tion of  a  breakwater  on  the  west  of  the 
entrance  to  the  Inner  Harbor.  On  the 
maps  thla  breakwater  Is  delineated  as 
having  ita  inahora  end  at  Hurrison 
Island  and  extending  thence  almost  due 
south  a  distance  of  about  three-eighths 
Of  a  mile.  I  understand  that  this 
breakwater  will  not  be  constructed  at 
the  present  time,  and  may  never  be 
constructed.  If  it  should  ever  be  built 
on  the  lines  Indicated  It  would  probably 
cause  a  very  undesirable  eddy.  Un  the 
Other  hand,  If  the  Inshore  end  should 
be  moved  west  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  and  the  breakwater  trained 
strongly  to  the  southeast,  it  would  both 
prevent  the  formation  of  an  eddy  and 
tend  to  throw  the  sewage  further  out 
into  the  Straits.  I  understand  that  the 
location  and  construction  of  this  break- 
water is  in  the  hands  of  the  Dominion 
Government.  I  have  had  no  corres- 
pondence with  engineers  who  have 
made  the  present  design.  It  may  be 
that  their  Investigations  will  reveal  rea- 
sons unfavorable  for  the  change  Of 
location  as  suggested.  It  is  probable, 
however,  that  upon  a  proper  representa- 
tion of  th*  matter,  the  Government 
would  endeavoif  to  co-operato  with  the

In  the  original  scheme  it  was  the  11- 
tcntlon  to  make  provision  for  handlinic 
all  sewage  from  both  Victoria  and  Saan- 
lch, for  the  present,  lying  north  of  Sel- 
kirk AVater,  by  pumpage  only,  laavlng 
to  the  far  future  the  possibility  of  ee- 
curlng  rights  of  way  therefor  and  con- 
structing an  interceptor  to  carry  by 
gravity  the  sanita'-y  flow  from  the 
higher  levels.  If  the  pumps  are  once 
installed  for  that  service,  as  the  years 
pasB  by,  structurea  will  be  built  over 
your  possible  rights  of  way  and  you 
would  probably  never  be  relieved  from 
the  burden  of  the  pumps.  The  proposed 
change  in  the  scheme  relieves  the  pump.= 
of  handling  sewage  from  seven  hundred 
and  twenty-six  (726)  acre.s  all  told,  out 
of  a  total  of  nine  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  (974)  acres.  As  to  the  character 
of  these  seWers,  whether  they  should  be 
built  on  the  plan  of  the  combined  or 
the  separate   systems,   I  would  say: 

Owing  to  the  topography  of  Esqui- 
mau,. It  has  the  opportunity  of  carry- 
ing the  major  portion  of  Us  surface 
waters  Into  salt  water  by  means  of 
such  short  runs  that  doubtless  the  sep- 
arate system  will  prevail  there  upon  all 
but  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  (188) 
acres.

This  pump  ehould 
be  operated  by  electricity,  and  ao  ar- 
ranged as  to  start  and  atop  autematic- 
allyt  Its  operation  being  dependent  upon 
the  depth  of  sewage  In  the  gathering 
basin.  At  all  tlmea  provision  should  be 
had  for  dlacharglng  directly  Into  Sel- 
kirk water  1  during  the  duration  of  the 
result  of  accident  to  the  pumping  ma- 
chinery. No  Buoh  accident  should  re- 
quire the  continuance  of  euch  discharge 
for  more  than  a  few  hours.

Sir, — Some  time  since,  I  received. 
through  you,  a  request  to  examine  the 
plans  for,  and  the  territory  to  b« 
drained  by,  the  proposed  northwest 
sewer   system. 

My  report  upon  this  system  has  been 
delayed  by  reason  of  my  absence  from 
the  city  and  on  account  of  want  of 
completed  surveys  on  the  part  of  the 
various  municipalities,  the  boundaries  of 
the  low  level  in  Saanlch  being  ob- 
tained by  your  own  staff  on  the  4th 
inst.,  and  the  completed  map  of  Esqui- 
mau coming  to  hand  this  morning. 

The  outfall    of    thla    sewer    la   to    dis- 
charge     into    the    Straits    of    Juan      de 
Fuca,    and    the    disposal    of    the    sewage 
to   be   by   dilution.     The   Straits  of   Juan 
de    Fuca   contain    ample   water    to   dilute 
more    sewage    than     will    ever    be     dis- 
charged   therein,    without    possibly    crea- 
ting  any    vestige   of    nuisance,    provided 
the    sewage    can    be    so    thrown    into    its 
waters    as    to    be    borne    off    shore    and 
thus    distributed    for    digestion.         Such 
distribution    can    only    be    effected       by 
tidal      currents.        These      currents      are 
often    Irregular    In   effectiveness,   and   at 
times    appear    to    be    erratic.     There    are 
some  places  on  the  sea  shore  from  which 
the    current    appears    to    always      flow 
outward.     At   other   places    the   currents 
always   flow   backward   and   forward   ap- 
proximately parcllel   with  the  shore,  and 
at    still    other   places,    whether    the    tide 
rises   or   falls,   the   water   plays   In  eddy- 
ing    currents.     Owing     to     these     well- 
known  peculiarities   of  tidal   movements, 
the      propriety    of    discharging      sewage 
Into  the  sea  at  any  particular  point  can 
only    be    determined    after    setting      out 
a    large    number    of    floats    and    tracing 
their   course   and    movementa    until    they 
are  either   taken  away  by  off-shore  cur- 
rents,   or    brought    ashore     by     contrary 
currents    or    entangled    In.  eddies.        Al- 
though these  tliVal  movement*  are  large- 
ly   dependent    on    the    relation    of    head- 
lands   to   main    channel    widths,   and    the 
contour    of    the    bed    of    the      sea      near 
shore,    and  .therefore   ought    to   be   quite 
uniform     In     their    motion,       their       be- 
havior Is  sometimes   materially  a'^fected 
by  the  course  and  velocity  of  the  wind, 
ae    well    as    from    temperature    changes 
and  other  causes  not  always  easily   un- 
derstood.    Rome  floats  had  been  eet  out 
from    the    easterly    Macaulay    Point    be- 
fore  my  attention   was  directed   to   this 
work.        A     study      of      their      behavior 
seemed    to    Indicate    that    the    proposed 
location    of    the    ouftall    was    near    the 
margin    of   a    small    eddy,     Into     which 
much    of    the    sewage    might    be    drawn, 
and    thus    suffer    decomposition    rather 
than   digestion,   and   thus,   after  a  time, 
prove    an    occasion    of    offence.        After 
consultation     with     you    it    was    agreed 
that    the  Indications   of  such   being   the 
case   were   so    clear    that  a   careful    try- 
out  of  the  shorn  line  for  some  distance 
both   east  and  west  of  this   point  must 
b«   made.

U«s.  to  ."Wtit;:  EBqulmalt,  -  Victoria;  and 
Saanlch.  Vp°»i  examining  the  records, 
I  find  th«.t  Esquimau  has  adopted  By- 
Law  No.  "22,  authorizing  the  sale  of 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars'  (|400,- 
000)  worth  of  sewer  debentures,  and. 
by  letter,  has  Indicated  Its  purpose  of 
co-operating  with  Victoria  In  this  sewer 
scheme  to  the  extent  of  forty-three 
thousand  dollar.s  (143,000).  Victoria,  I 
find,  has  ratified  By-Law  No.  1463, 
authorizing  an  issue  of  debentures  in 
the  sum  of  seven  hundred  thousand 
dollars  (J700,000)  for  sewer  purposes, 
of  which  at  least  two  hundred  and 
and  eighty-one  thousand  six  hundred 
and  thirty  dollars  (|281,630)  are  applic- 
able to  this  system.  Correspondence 
was  had  with  Esquimau,  however,  at  a 
time  when  It  was  supposed  that  only 
four  hundred  and  thirty-five  (435) 
acres  would  be  tributary  to  thla. outfall. 
Later  surveys  show  that  the  sewage 
from  nine  hundred  and  eighty-three 
(983)  acres,  or  from  five  hundred  and 
forty-eight  (548)  acres  more  than  origi- 
nally contemplated  must  normally  find 
Us  disposal  through  your  main  and 
outfall,  whereas,  later  surveys  show 
that  five  hundred  and  seventy-five 
(575)  acres  or  more  must  be  drained 
thereby.  These  changes  in  conditions 
will  require  an  entire  recasting  of  the 
relations  of  these  municipalities.  I 
shall    refer    to    this    matter   later    on. 

.\n  examination  of  the  territory  to  be 
served  shows  the  country  to  be  much 
broken,  cut  In  two  by  Selkirk  Water, 
and  part  thereof  so  low  that  the  sew- 
age therefrom  cannot  be  carried  by 
gravity  beyond  Selkirk  Water,  Into 
which.  I  am  Informed,  the  health 
authorities  forbid  raw  sewage  to  be 
discharged,  thus  rendering  necessary 
the  construction  of  a  septic  tank  or  the 
installation  of  a  pumping  plant  to  lift 
the  sewage  from  the  low-lying  terri- 
tory out  of  a  gathering  basin  and  up 
to  a  sufficient  elevation  to  permit  of 
Its  flow  to  the  Straits  therefrom  by 
gravity. 

The  necessity  of  Installing  a  pump- 
ing plant  In  such  a  system,  is  unfor- 
tunate, even  though  sometimes  re- 
quired for  such  purposes,  as  Us  intro- 
duction always  carries  with  it  atten- 
dant costs  and  dangers.  The  cost  of 
operating  such  a  system  will,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  continue  as 
long  as  time  lasts,  or,  as  it  is  usually 
expressed,  forever,  which  Is  a  long 
time.  No  difference  how  carefully  and 
scientifically  such  a  plant  may  be  con- 
.=itructed,  there  is  always  the  danger 
that  some  accident  may  put  the  same 
out  of  commi.salon,  and,  as  a  result, 
cause  a  backflow  of  sewage  into  base- 
ments, causing  great  financial  loss. 
Therefore,  anything  which  can  be  done 
economically  to  reduce  the  area  de- 
pendent upon  pumps  should  he  done. 
To  that  end.  with  your  assistance,  I 
have  secured  and  uSed  all  available  In- 
formation to  determine  the  area  and 
location  of  all  the  lands  the  sewage 
from  which  might  be  carried  by  gra- 
vity to  the  outfall  and  that  which 
must  be  dependent  upon  pumps.  So  far 
as  Information  Is  available,  the  follow- 
ing Hat  shows  the  proposed  points  of 
discharge  Into  your  main  sewer  ajjd 
character  o  f  the  possible  method  of 
discharging  and  the  acreage  affected, 
via.:

The  slight  enlargement  of  out- 
fall and  laterals  to  accomplish  this 
will  cost  much  less  than  the  construc- 
tion of  the  separate  system  for  thesq 
areas.  Calculation  shows  that  not  lesrf 
than  thirty  dollars  ($30)  per  lot  may 
be  saved  throughout  this  territory  by 
using  the  combined  system,  and  in  all 
probability  a  considerably  greater  sav- 
ing will  result. 

Provision  should  be  made  in  connec- 
tion with  the  combined  system  to  carry 
a  rainfall  run  off  of  one  quarter  of  an 
Inch  per  hour,  relief  from  more  severe 
storms  being  secured  by  using  storm 
water  overflows  at  Selkirk  Water  and 
at  West  Bay.  Discharges  from  these 
overflows  would  probably  never  con- 
tinue for  more  than  twenty  minutes  at 
a  time  and  then  only  at  long  intervals. 

An  examination  of  the  territory  to  be 
served  by  this  outfall  shows  much  of  it 
to  be  unoccupied.  Other  portions  ar* 
sparsely  settled.  j.nd  two  separated  sec- 
tions quite  well  built  up  and  occupied. 
In  one  of  these  .some  sanitary  sewers 
have  been  built,  but  no  outlet  haa  been 
provided  therefor.  In  the  other,  several 
forms:  of  disposal  are  in  use,  viz.,  the 
septic  tank,  the  discharge  of  raw  sewage 
into  water  close  to  residences,  etc.  The 
sewer  serving  this  section  is  also  serv- 
ed by  a  pump  which  in  frequently  out  of 
order,  and  this  occasions  much  offence. 
This  territory  will  be  relieved  properly 
when  this  sewer  is  completed,  but  there 
are  no  conditions  now  prevailing  there- 
in which  cannot  be  relieved  at  small  ex- 
pense, so  as  to  continue  present  means 
of  disposal  for  a  year  or  more  to  come 
without  offence. 

It  Is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the 
present  demands  of*'  the  different  sec- 
tions are  unequal,  and  that  the  pres- 
sing matter  at  hand  la  the  completing 
of  the  plan  of  a  proper  system  for  the 
whole  and  the  Immediate  construction 
of  a  part  of  siich  system  only,  provided 
proper  disposal  of;  the  sewage  -of  such 
part  can  be  secured  prior  to  the  com- 
pletion   of    the    whole. 

That  territory  In  which  the  sewers 
have  been  laid  but  are  not  usable.  Is 
low  ground,  and  the  sewage  therefrom 
must  finally  be  lifted  from  the  low  to 
the  high  level  to  permit  It  t«  be  carried 
to  the  outfall  on  the  Straits.  This  terri- 
tory iB  also  near  the  point  at  which  the 
gathering  basin  for  the  low  areas  must 
be  constructed.  I,  therefore,  recom- 
mend that  Just  as  soon  as  the  detail 
plans  can  be  completed  therefbr,  that 
the  gathering  basin  be  built,  modified 
so  that  for  a  time  it  can  be  used  as  a 
septic  tank,  the  purified  effluent  dis^ 
charging  into  Selkirk  Water.  There- 
upon, the  territory  furnished  with  its 
unusable   sewers   will   have  relief. 

As  said  before,  the  plans  on  which  all 
previous  estimates  have  been  made 
make  provisions  for  sewering  greatly 
less  acreage  than  that  which  must  be 
served  both  In  Esquimau  and  in  Saan- 
lch. For  this  reason,  the  capacity  ol 
tho  sewer  will  have  to  be  Increased 
throughout.  Owing  to  the  small  quan- 
tity which  win  at  first  pass  through 
the  main  sewer,  that  port  south  of  Sel- 
kirk Water  will  doubtless  have  to  be 
built  egg-shape,  so  as  to  make  the  same 
self-cleansing. 

The  changes  In  sUe  of  sewer  de- 
pendent on  both  increased  land  area  and 
change  of  system,  will  Increase  the  cost 
thereof  and  make  the  estimates  hereto- 
fore furnished  sister  municipalities  of 
no  avail.  Powers  for  creating  a  con- 
solidated sewer  district  of  this  terri- 
tory, and  providing  for  the  management 
thereof,  and  the  repayment  of  the  pro- 
portionate parts  of  the  cost  thereof,  as 
must  be  borne  by  each  separate  munici- 
pality, should  be  secured  from  the  Oov- 
ernment  at  this  Winter's  session  of  the 
Legislature.  Until  such  powers  have 
fceen "  secured  and  a  legal  method  of 
procedure  has  been  obtained,  I  would 
very  much  hesitate  to  make  any  oon- 
slderable  expenditure  other  than  that 
conneotei  with  the  furnishing  of  the 
relief  above  indicated.  In  building  to 
serve  the  low  level  mentioned,  I  wouUI. 
however.  bulM  of  such  an  Increased  slse 
as  would  be  sufllclsnt  to  sewe  Saaitloli 
whenever  It  may  be  able  to  connect 
therewith,  as  there  appears  to  be  mo 
other  meane  of  giving  them  rrtlef,  and 
from  the  correspondence  in  l^and,  there 
is  no  question  but  that  the  eplrU  at 
the  citlcena  is  for  fair  play.  As  Moa  u 
the  proper  powers  shall  have  been  ood- 
f erred  on  the  municipalltia*,  and  tbe 
funds  provMed  thcretor.  work  gheuM  t>«

Over  the  week-end  there  was  a  party 
of  distinguished  Welshmen  in  the  city 
in  the  persons  of  Sir  Marchant  Wil- 
liams, Sir  John  Curtis  and  Mr.  William 
Davis,  all  of  them  representative  men 
of  •  Wales,  and  leaders  in  political 
thought  in  the  principality.  Sir  Mar- 
chant Williams  preceded  the  others  on 
his  visit  to  Victoria  on  account  of  an 
engagement  which  he  had  to  make  in 
the  East,  but  the  others  came  over 
from  the  Mainland  on  Sunday  and  r-^- 
malned  in  the  capital  until  yesterday, 
during  which  time  they  had  a  splendid 
opportunity  of  seeing  the  city  and  Un 
environs. 

Sir  John  Curtis  paid  a  high  compli- 
ment to  Canadian  finance  when  he  d.'s- 
cussed  the  situation  with  The  Colonist. 
He  pointed  out  that  In  reliable  places 
there  was  not  the  slightest  doubt  be- 
ing cast  upon  the  validity  of  Canadian 
investments,  and  that  the  attack  that 
had  been  made  upon  them  from  time  to 
time  In  certain  quartera  was  not  to  be 
regarded  as  the  true  feeling  of  Great 
Britain  In  regard  to  Canada.  "I  have 
gone    Into    the    matter     personally."     he 


was  convlnded,  however,  that  when  Can- 
ada did  finally  take  action  upon  the 
naval  issue  It  would  be  f;omething 
splendid  not  only  in  Itself  but  In  Its 
effect  upon  the  whole  Empire  and  tho 
world  at  large. 

Mr.  William  Davis,  of  Cardiff,  who 
is  one  of  the  best  known  newspaper  men 
of  the  country.  In  speaking  of  his  trip 
across  the  country,  said  that  he  had 
been  greatly  struck  with  the  aggres- 
sive spirit  of  the  people  and  of  their 
apparent  indifference  to  initial  hard- 
ship when  the  long  return  was  In  sight. 
He  characterized  his  visit  to  the  West 
as  the  experience  of  his  lifetime,  and 
intimated  that  upon  his  return  to  the 
principality  his  papers  would  endeavor 
to  reflect  something  of  what  the  party 
had  been  able  to  observe  while  In  the 
great  Dominion.

The  monthly  report  of  copper  pro- 
ducers today  elicited  no  response  from 
the  market.  Even  the  copper  stock.s 
showed  no  improvement  after  pvibUca- 
tion  of  the  flgures,  which  were  decid- 
edly bullish.  A  stronjc  showing  had 
been  expected  and  the  decrease  of  15,- 
280,000  pounds  in  stocks  on  hand  fully 
came  up  to  the  expectations.  I'roduc- 
tlon  ran  behind  consumption,  and  the 
total  stocks  on  hand  were  reduced  to 
tho  smallest  reported  In  years.
